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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communication filed on March 12, 2007. This 
amendment has been entered and carefully considered. Claims 1-29 are again 
presented for examination. None of the claims are cancelled or newly added for 
examination. 

2. The new title submitted on March 12, 2007 has been entered. The objection to 
the specification is withdrawn. 

3. In the last office action Examiner meanf to reject claims 1 -29 under 1 1 2, 2 nd 
paragraph for being incomplete as omitting essential steps. Examiner agreed with 
Applicant that these claims may also been rejected, in the last office action, under 1 1 2, 
1 st paragraph as indicated by the Applicant. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 -29 under 35 USC 101 is withdrawn due to the 
Amendment filed on March 12, 2007. 

5. Claims 1 -29 are allowed and renumbered as 1 -6, 1 1 , 7-1 0 and 1 2-29, 
respectively. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach nor suggest, either alone or in combination, 
all the limitations of the amended claims of the current invention (claims 1,12 and 22); 
particularly the limitation of transferring data identified by the first data transfer request 
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to or from an input/output device according to results of determining if the first data 
transfer request is indicated as being combinable with subsequent data transfer 
requests. 

Claims 2-1 1 , 13-21 and 23-29 further limit the allowable independent claims. 
These claims are therefore allowable for the same reason as set forth supra.
